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Genealogy of the Ellis Family 

THE TRADITION in relation to the emigration of the Ellis 
family, which was prior to 1724, is that Jeremiah Ellis and 
two brothers came over from England, landed at Boston, Mass., 
and there separated, one going south and settling in North Caro- 
lina, another in Ipswich, New Hampshire, and the third at 
West Greenwich, Kent Co., R. I. This surname is spelled in 
the records in a variety of ways, such as Elis, Elce, Else, Alice. 
It has been in use as a surname from the earliest times. The 
word means stepson, though in some cases the surname has 
been derived from the baptismal name Elias, which was in 
common use very early in Normandy before the Conquest. 
In the Welsh the name is derived from Aleck's, the possessive 
form adopted in many names of similar origin. 

Instead of saying William's David, the Welsh used the express- 
ion, "David William's," and this usage gave rise to such names 
Evans, Jones (John's), Edwards, Harris (Harry's), and so 
through the long category. Many immigrants of the name are 
found of early record in New England, the first being among the 
Puritans of Plymouth. Another family springs from Dedham, 
and both sent out large progeny. 

(I) The Ellis family of the line here under consideration is 
probably descended from John Ellis, of Sandwich, Mass., an 
Englishman by birth and parentage, but the place of nativity, 
the year of his birth, and the exact date of immigration to the 
hospitable shore of New England are not known. He was of 
Sandwich as early as 1641, and in 1643 is mentioned in the town 
records as a person capable of bearing arms. This implies that 
he was a man of good report in the plantation there, a freeman, 
and member of the church in good standing. 

In July, 1657, John Ellis, mentioned as Lieutenant Ellis, was 
one of the fourteen freemen of Sandwich who signed the agree- 
ment to support a minister in the town: "We whose names are 
hereunder written do hereby engage ourselves to pay towards 
the minister's support yearly the several sums as followeth — 
except as God by His Providence shall disenable us, or any of 
us remove out of Sandwich." 

To this cause John Ellis agreed to pay one pound each year, 
there being only three of the whole number who pledged a 



greater sum; hence it may be inferred that he was a man of 
substance as well as of influence among the townsmen. In the 
same year "the account of Lt. Ellis for drum, muskets, &c, 
purchased was rendered," amounting to ten pounds six shillings 
seven pence. In 1658 the lands of the town were described in 
accordance with an order of the court, and John Ellis, Sr., and 
John Ellis, Jr., are mentioned as property owners at that time. 
His name also appears in 1675, when a meeting was called by 
Lieutenant John Ellis and Benjamin Hammond, the constable, 
for the purpose of granting liberty to "any families that may be 
necessitated, to repair to the town garrison for safety." In 
the same year the name of John Ellis, Sr., appears among those 
who could make "appear their just right to the privileges of the 
town." The "Annals of Sandwich" in noting the events of 
the year 1677, state that "Mr. John Ellis, the ancestor of those 
of the name in this town, one of the oldest and first settlers, died 
this year." To this statement the author of that work adds 
this note: "He is called Jr., we know not for what reason. He 
must, we think, have been Sr., of Sandwich. There probably 
was one of the name older in the colony." In 1645 John Ellis 
married Elizabeth, daughter of Edmund Freeman, to whom, 
April 3, 1637, and nine associates, the town of Sandwich was 
granted. He was the leading proprietor of the town. He was 
born in England about 1590, and came to New England in 1635, 
in company with his two sons, Edmund, Jr., and John, the 
former of whom was fifteen years old and the latter eight years 
old at the time of their immigration. Both of them afterwards 
married daughters of Governor Prince. He also brought with 
him two daughters — Alice, then seventeen, and Elizabeth, twelve 
years old. Alice Freeman married Deacon William Paddy, of 
Plymouth, the first treasurer of the colony. 

Elizabeth, third of her father's children, married John Ellis, of 
Sandwich. It is said of Edmund Freeman that "he was a man 
of consideration in England, and brought with him much valua- 
able plate," which last remark, says Mr. Freeman, in his "His- 
tory of Barnstable County," we suppose was intended to be 
indicative of his position in society. Such, perhaps, it might 
have been in that day; but it would be a poor criterion now. 
It is said, moreover, that he acted as the "confidential agent" 
of certain of the "merchant adventurers." This would seem 
to be corroborated by his correspondence with Mr. Beauchampe, 
"a London merchant and valuable friend of the colony," who 
also was brother-in-law to Mr. Freeman. Mr. Freeman was not 
only conspicuous in town affairs, but from 1640 to 1646, inclusive, 



was assistant in the government of the colony. He lived to be 92 
years old, dying in Sandwich in 1682. His sons, Edmund 
and John, also were prominent, both being deputies of the gen- 
eral court, and the latter, who removed to Eastham, became 
assistant. Children of Lieutenant John Ellis and Elizabeth 
Freeman: Bennet, born in 1649; Mordecai, 1651, made freeman 
1681, died 1715, married Rebecca Clark; Joel, 1655; Nathaniel, 
1657; John mentioned below; Samuel; Freeman, admitted 

freeman 1681, married Mercy -, and had sons Joel, Ebenezer, 

Mordecai, and Gideon. 

(II) John (2) sixth son of John (1) Ellis, had several sons, 
of whom little record can be found. There can be little doubt 
that the family traced below is derived from the family of 
John (1) Ellis, many of whose descendants can not be traced 
because of the imperfect records of Plymouth and Bristol 
counties, Mass. 

(III) The first record of Jeremiah Ellis, which a long and 
diligent search revealed, is found in Greenwich, R. I. This 
town was divided in 1740, constituting East and West Greenwich, 
and he resided in that part which is now the latter town. He 
had a wife, Judith, and the birth of his fourth daughter, Sarah, 
is recorded in East Greenwich as occuring Feb. 21, 1727. No 
other children are recorded there, and the place whence he came 
to Greenwich is still a mystery. 

(IV) Gideon, son of Jeremiah Ellis, was born in West Green- 
wich, R. I., in October, 1724, and died there September 30, 
1793. He was born, lived, and died at the family homestead. 
He was a soldier in the revolution. He married (first) Jemima 
Austin, Feb. 14, 1745; she died October 11, 1755. They had 
five children: Elinor, Wait, Gideon, Jr., who was a pioneer of 
Cayuga County, New York, and some of his descendants are 
now living at Aurora and Ithaca, New York; Rufus, and Ger- 
mania. He married (second) April 11, 1756, Lydia Reynolds; 
she died September 13, 1758. Children: Welton and John. 
He married (third) Elizabeth Manchester, on March 21, 1762; 
she was born in 1737, and died August 22, 1807. Children: 
Arnold, born Sept. 6, 1763, died in Rhode Island; Lydia, born 
April 1, 1765, died in New Jersey; Ann, born July 25, 1767; 
Oliver, born July 2, 1769, was accidentally drowned at Herkimer, 
N. Y. ; his widow, Hannah (Reynolds) Ellis, afterwards settled 
with some of her children near Malloryville, in Dryden; John, 
see forward; Solomon, born February 7, 1773, died in Rhode 
Island; Pelig, born May 9, 1775, emigrated to Dryden, Tomp- 
kins Co., N. Y.; died at Ellis, N. Y., on his eighty-fourth birth- 



day, May 9, 1859, All of these children Were born at West 
Greenwich, Rhode Island. 

(V) John (3), son of Gideon and Elizabeth (Manchester) 
Ellis, was born May 22, 1771, died at Dryden, N. Y., April 
10, 1846, beingnearly seventy-five years of age. His prominence 
in the political history of the town of Dryden is unrivalled, he 
having held the position of school superintendent, commissioner 
of highways, and other offices, in addition to having been super- 
visor twenty-seven years, fourteen of which were consecutive ; 
member of assembly twice, and judge of the court of common 
pleas of Cayuga and Tompkins counties. Judge Ellis was 
a large land owner and acted as the agent of a few non-resident 
holders of Dryden real estate, notably the McKay and Howland 
estates. At one time he was connected in land speculations with 
Daniel J. Shaw, at that time one of the merchants of Dryden. 
In 1801, prior to his settlement in Dryden, he was a resident of 
Malloryville, from whence he removed to Ellis Hollow a few 
years later. He married (first) in Rhode Island, Rhoda Rath- 
burn, born April 18, 1773, died July 11, 1819, daughter of Joshua 
and Elizabeth Rathburn. He married (second) the widow of 
Jacob Hiles, ancestor of the Hiles family in Dryden, N. Y., and 
took up his residence on the farm now owned by Wesly Hiles, 
where his death occurred. Children by first wife were Jason, 
see forward; Betsey, born October, 16, 1793, married James Mc- 
Elheney; Nancy, born July 26, 1797, married John Southworth; 
Charlotte, born August 16, 1799, married Israel Hart; Ira, 
born March 2, 1802; Amelia, born June 3, 1804, married M. 
Wigdan; John, Jr., born September 19, 1806; Willet, born 
November 29, 1808; Pelig, born July 10, 1811; Lydia.born 
May 8, 1814, married Warren D. Ellis. 

(VI) Jason, son of John (3) and Rhoda (Rathburn) Ellis, 
was born February 10, 1792, died April 25, 1854. He married 
(first) Elsie Thomas, who died in 1813. They had one child, 
Marenus, born July 7, 1813, died at Freeville, N. Y., November 
9, 1886. He married (second) Nancy Hart, born September 
27, 1796, died at Bath, N. Y., April 15, 1866. Children were 
Orren, born June 13, 1816, died February 16, 1887, was 70 years 
8 months and 3 days old; George, born February 11, 1818 died 
December 17, 1841, died at the age of 23 years 9 months and 6 
days; Ella, born May 14, 1820, died February 24, 1888, at the 
age of 67 years 9 months and 10 days; Chester, was born Sep- 
tember 8, 1822, and died September 2, 1894, at the age of 71 
years 11 months and 24 days; William Morgan, see forward- 
Albert, born February 26, 1827, died November 1, 1890, at the 



age- of 63 years 8 months and 5 days. Docktor J.. (7th son), 
born December 29, 1828, died, December 15, 1841, at the age of 
12 years 11 months and 16 days; Sarah F. married John Wagoner 
of Avoca, N. Y., born June 28, 1831, died August 13-, 1906, at 
the age of 75 years 1 month and 5 days; Joseph H., born Sep- 
tember 10, 1833, died in Watkins, N. Y., August 27, 1890, at 
the age of 56 years 11 months and 17 days; Jerome B., born 
April 23, 1835, died September 22, 1899, at the age of 64 years 
4 months and 29 days. 

(VII) William Morgan, son of Jason and Nancy (Hart) 
Ellis was born September 26, 1824, at Dryden, N. Y.„ and died 
September 21, 1897, at Groton, N. Y., at the age of 72 years 
1 1 months and 25 days. He was buried in the McLean Cemetery 
at McLean, N. Y., on a lot jointly owned by the estate of V. B. 
Gross and his widow, Caroline (Teeter) Ellis, and a suitable 
granite monument has been erected, and perpetual care for the 
lot has been paid for to the Cemetery Association. When he 
was a young man he learned the Cabinet Maker's trade, and in 
1849 (and for a few years after) had a shop of his own in Peru- 
ville, N. Y., where he made furniture in a small way, and also 
conducted an Undertaking business; later on he learned the 
Carpenter's trade and continued at that until the year 1865, 
when he and his brother Joseph bought the Wagon business of 
their brother Albert, at Watkins, N. Y., and he remained there 
until January, 1867, when he was compelled to leave Watkins 
on account of his health (the doctors saying he had consumption 
of the lungs) and he came to Peruville, where he lay sick for 
months. In the summer of the year 1867 he moved to McLean, 
N. Y., and conducted a Wagon repair shop until April, 1881, 
when he moved to Groton, N. Y., and spent the remainder of 
his days there, his death being the cause of a paralytic shock. 
He was married to Caroline Teeter September 6, 1849, she being 
the daughter of Henry and Azuba Teeter, who were Jersey 
Dutch and emigrated from New Jersey in 1825, and settled in 
Peruville, N. Y., where they lived and died, and are buried there. 
Caroline Teeter was born in New Jersey, August 31, 1822, and 
died in Cortland, N. Y., January 9, 1908, being 85 years 4 months 
and 8 days old ; she was buried on the family lot in the cemetery 
at McLean, N. Y. They had but one child, Emera Eugene 
Ellis, who was born May 27, 1850. 

(VIII) Emera Eugene Ellis, son of William Morgan Ellis 
and Caroline Teeter Ellis, was born May 27, 1850. He lived at 
home with his people until June, 1867, when he went to work in 
the McLean Cheese factory, learning the cheese-making trade 



of Levi Schermerhorn, and in the season of 1868 started a new 
factory at Ellis Hollow, N. Y., running it that season, and the 
following winter attended the Groton Academy, and in the season 
of 1869 run the Cheese factory at Peruville, and the following 
winter taught the district school two miles west of Peruville, 
known as the State-Road School, boarding around the district. 
In the spring of 1870 he went to Marshalton, Chester Co., Pa., 
and started a Cheese factory in the milk house of Ebenezer Worth 
a quaker; and during the fall superintended the building of a 
model cheese factory on the Worth farm, coming home the first 
of December and remaining there until March, 1871, when he 
returned to Marshalton and conducted the Cheese factory 
another season for Ebenezer Worth. On February 29, 1872, 
he entered the Business College of Eastman's at Poughkeepsie, 
N. Y., where he finished the course, then taught for a few months 
in the school, when he accepted a position as book-keeper for 
the firm of H. B. Crosby & Son, who conducted a wholesale 
grocery at Paterson, N. J., and remained there until September, 
1874, when he embarked in the Dry Goods business with G. W. 
Pulis, at Allentown, Pa., under the firm name of "Pulis & Ellis." 
The principal part of the inhabitants of Allentown being Pen- 
sylvania Dutch, which made it impossible for the firm to talk 
to but a small portion of their trade, it was decided to move to 
some other city, and on November 1, 1875, the stock was moved 
to Wilmington, Del., where Pulis & Ellis opened up their busi- 
ness in the Larkin store on Second Street. Business opened up 
in fine shape, but with the hard times of 1876 business became so 
dull that it was deemed best to close out the business, and after 
closing out the greater portion of the stock he bought the in- 
terest of his partner and shipped the goods to McLean, N. Y., 
to be stored in the house of his father. The lease for the store 
on Second Street expired on November 1, and on that day the 
store was empty. He then went to Philadelphia, Pa., and 
straightened up a set of books for the firm of Henry Albertson 
& Bro., and the last of December came back to McLean, N. Y., 
and during the first week in January, 1877, united with Fred 
E. Aldrich in a General Store, putting in the dry goods shipped 
from Wilmington, Del., and buying a half interest of Aldrich's 
stock, the business being carried on under the firm name of 
Ellis & Aldrich. 

The firm continued business in McLean until April 1st, 1880, 
when they moved their stock of goods to Etna, N. Y., having 
rented the store of George H. Houtz. 

On April 21, 1880, he was married to Alice Blinn, of McLean, 



N. Y. She was the daughter of Alexander C. and Betsey Stone 
Blinn; she was born in McLean, N. Y., April 26, 1857. Thenew- 
ly married couple went to keeping house the following day in 
Etna, N. Y. 

In the Spring of 1882 he bought the interest of his partner, 
F. E. Aldrich, in the General Store, and conducted the business 
alone until January 1st, 1892, when he sold the business to Cogs- 
well Brothers, of Cincinnatus, N. Y. 

On February 1, 1892, he purchased the interest of Mr. E. O. 
Rickard in the Cortland Omnibus & Cab Co., and was elected 
Secretary and Treasurer of the Company. On March 1st, the 
family moved to Cortland and occupied the house owned by Dr. 
Sornberger at 34 North Church St., residing there until the 
Spring of 1894, when he purchased the home of Mr. Bradley, 
at 93 North Main St. 

During the panic of the fall of 1895, the Cortland Omnibus 
& Cab Co. failed, not because they were insolvent, but because 
The Atlantic City Carette Co. had $5,000.00 worth of notes 
returned, and The National Bank of Cortland refusing to re- 
discount them, and not only demanding payment for these notes, 
but for all loans they had made to the Company, and business 
being practically at a standstill all over the country, the money 
could not be procured, the bank got their claims into judgments, 
and the Sheriff attached and sold the personal property and the 
real estate, and it was bid in by The National Bank. 

In January, 1896, The National Bank sold the personal 
property and obligated themselves to perfect the title to the 
real estate, to William M. Ellis, and he transferred the same to 
E. E. Ellis, and the business was then conducted under the name 
of The Ellis Omnibus & Cab Co. 

They had two children, Leo Eugene and Errol Blinn. Leo 
Eugene was born in Etna, N. Y., July 21, 1884, and Errol Blinn 
was born in Etna, N. Y., on June 2, 1889. 

Charles F. Brown, the first Mayor of Cortland, appointed 
E. E. Ellis as one of the Fire Commissioners, he serving in that 
capacity until October, 1903, when he resigned to accept the 
appointment as Supervisor of the Fourth Ward, in place of Jay 
Peck who had been elected, but had moved out of the ward, the 
time of the office expiring January 1st, 1904. In November, 
1903, he was elected to serve two years more, his term of office 
expiring December 31, 1906. 

In the Spring of 1908, Mayor Maxson appointed him to serve 
out the unexpired term of Mr. A. A. Carley, who resigned, as one 



of the Water Commissioners, his term of office expiring De- 
cember 31, 1908. 

Many of the Ellis family were enthusiastic Masons, William 
M. being the treasurer of Groton Lodge, F. &. A. M., for many 
years; Emera Eugene being a member of the Cortland Lodge, 
Cortland Chapter, Cortland Commandery, Cortland Scottish 
Rite Lodge of Perfection, and Kalurah Temple Mystic Shrine, 
of Binghamton, N. Y. Both Leo Eugene and Errol Blinn are 
members of the Cortland Lodge, F. &. A. M. 

All the members mentioned in the last generation in this 
genealogy united with the First Presbyterian Church, of Cort- 
land, N. Y.

One ©f the first of thefamily te eorae over was, a John 
Ullio who 'settled' at Dedham, Kaen., sometime prior to 1641, 
in which year he was made a "freeman". Ho vas ale© mrrled 
in that year to Susan lumber, by whom he had issue of John 
and Hannah. Ho later removed t© Kedfield, where hia wife 
died in 1664. By his second wife Joan Clapp he had two sons, 
Samuel and Joseph. 

Another John alia, believed to iiave been of the 
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Kiddell Hftll line, made his horn® at Sandwich, Mass., 
wh«rt he married <£Lisabeth Sraewan in 1646, Their child- 
ren were hormet, Mordec&i, Jose, Nathaniel, John, Samuel, 
Freeman, and Matthias .
